CONTROL FACTS 


ON CORN RORER

Many 
farmers 
are 
quite 
con­ 
cerned 
about 
the European 
corn 
borer in their corn fields. There are 
quite a few com borers in some 
fields. 
The 
infestation 
will 
vary 
greatly according to the height and 
planting date of the corn. 
Tn regard 
to control, we have 
never been able in Pennsylvania to 
prove 
insecticidal 
treatments 
on 
field com to be economical 
and 
give good control. In other words, 
we have never been able to increase 
the yield of field corn sufficiently 
to pay for corn borer treatments 


The Infestation that is now oc- 
ruring in the com fields is what 
we call first generation com borer*. 
The injury will show up as holes 
in the leaves or broken leaves where 
the borer has worked up in the 
mid rib of the leaf While this in­ 
jury may look bad, it doesn't seem 
to seriously affect the yield of corn. 


Second Generation 
There will be a second generation 
of com borers occurring in August 
and they will be mainly concen­ 
trated on later plantings of field 
corn and sweet com. 
It is hard to predict how abundant | 
second generation will be because 
of many factors that ran reduce 
the infestation. Here again. we have 
sever been able to make insecticide 
treatment* pay for themselves on 
field com.

Final House passage by a 254- 
154 rollcall vote climaxed a day- 
long series of votes which found 
the bill’s supporters on the de­ 
fensive most of the time 
The m easure now is slated for 
adjustm ent with a Senate-passed 
bill closer to the President’s re- 
uest.
